THINGS THEATRICAL 



qorgeous Spectacle and 
artistic play at his 
majesty's 



Ordinarily, a spectacular play is not 
much more than the nume implies. 
With a few exceptions the spectacles 
thai have appeared In the past few- 
years presented only a series of massive 
scenes In which the actors and acting 
counted for nothing and the art of the 
scene .hulkler was of paramount import- 
ance . The stage was filled with bias- 
es, wild animals, and men. and the fea- 
ture nf the play was always not the 
acting or the story, but the particu- 
lar chariot race or speeding automo- 
bile Illusion or race between a bicycle 
and u locomotive engine which was 
specially designed and built by John 
Brown, patented May first 19X3, all 
rights reserved. In most of them the 

dramatic value of the play was secon- 
ary to the sensational stunt or stunts 
which the screaming heroines or perse- 
cuted heroes pulled off to the general 
delight of the sensation loving audi- 
ences. Ten years ago "Ben Bur", «vas 
the king of spectacles. Dramatically 
it was worthless, (jut M held the stage 
fer many years in virtue of a chariot 
race which was u wonderful illusion 
and marked the climax of the play. So 
It waa with many other spectacles, all 
of more or less dramatic value und of 
more Spectacular Importance, How- 
thankful must we feel therefore, both 
to Louis X. Parker, the author, and to 
Messrs. I.ieblor and Company, the pro- 
ducers for giving us a play which 
leaves almost nothing to be desired, 
both In point of dramatic Interest and 
spectaucular grandeur?

A word about the performers. Willi 
one small exception the cast is us fine 
and well balanced as could be desired.

Ills pari is very 
small, but is very conspicuous in an 
unsuccessful attempt to sooll the most 
dramatic scene of the play.

Greek— Letter Kraternltles are nuch 
long and firmly established Institutions 
among us that their novelty to the 
foreign eye strikes one us Itself novel 
.Mr. Maurice Low. the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Ixindon Morning 
Post, sets out to Instruct his fellow- 
countrymen regarding this ancient and 
honorable Institution that lias over- 
j flowed Into Canada und in thut 
I brunch at least, becomes a concern of 
the British Empire. Mr. Low finds no- 
thing to correspond to them in Europe, 
though "they date buck almost lo the 
I beginning of things In America." He 
I begins by giving an account of the 
earliest of these, Phi Beta Kappa, 
(founded In 1776 at the college of Wll- 
lllam and Mary In Williamsburg. Va., by 
five students who drew up the rules 
for their governance, and decreed thut 
ench member should wear a silver 
budge bearing the Greek letters.

To show how the fraternities form "a 
little aristocracy within the college 
community," Mr. Low quotes from the 
"Manual of College Kraternltles," by 
William ft a I mono Balrd, to the effect 
that "out of the great development of 
chapter-house life has come ft tendency 
altogether too marked In some Institu- 
tions, to overbuild— to provide the stud- 
ent members with conditions of ease 
nnd luxury such as many will not be 
likely to have for years after they have 
left college or university." Worse 
than that seems lo be the "snobbish- 
ness, exclusiveness, a disposition to 
pick men who are wealthy rather than 
worthy, Intellectual sloth, and moral 
flftbblncss" which have been "the un- 
pleasant fruits of chapter-house extra- 
vosance." U Is a pity that .Mr. Low 
did not Include an account of the 
splendid heroism und self-sacrifice of 
sevyral Cornell hoys at the fire, a few 
yenrw ago. that destroyed a chapter- 
house In Ithaca and snuffed out their 
young lives In their effort lo save oili- 
er life. He turns to consider Hie two 
sides to the fraternity question: 

"There ore some men, educators as 
well as UnlVcrlsty executives and uni- 
versity graduates, who are frank in 
their condemnation of the whole fra- 
ternity system, and who say that when 
the five men met, more than a century 
ago. in the i|uaint Pirglhki college- 

town and created Phi Beta Kappa, they 
laid a hllgln ,,n the American univers- 
ity from which it will never recover. 
Their chief complaint Is that the fre- 
terntty defeats the very purpose for 
which the university exists. The true 
function of B university, these men say, 
is not only to teach men out of books, 
but to teach something a great deal 
more, to teach them to rivped charac- 
ter rather than the accidents of birth 
or wealth. Thh Influence exercised by 
the fraternity opposes the influence 
that the university ought to exercise. 
To the fraternity member, young, Im- 
pressionable, naturally Intolerant of 
discipline, the chapter-house and the 
chapter-members hold for him the 
highest allegiance. The chupter-hoiise, 
anil not the university, Is his world. 
He Is a member of n sworn brotherhood 
and It is the brotherhood that must be 
helped or defended against students or 
professors. 

"The fraternity, also, it is asserted, 
luis a bad influence In cultivating snob- 
bishness, in creating antagonism, anil 
cultivating tastes that should not be 
formed so early In life. There Is, of 
course, always the temptation for u 
fraternity to admit to membership the 
son of a rich man whose allowance is 

known to bo extravagantly large, for no 

matter how well endowed the chapter- 
house is It can always make good use 
of money; there Is always something

The history of the AshburtOll treaty 
is one covering a space of over half a 
Century. The boundary which it fin- 
ally settletl hail long been the subject 
of dispute, first in one way, then In an- 
other, in the first place it was ll>» 
question of what river was the veal St. 
Croix, mentioned as part of the Inter- 
national boundary between the British 
American provinces and the new coun- 
try, the United Stales. After this 
came *hc trouble over the Northwest 
angle of Nova Scotia. Where wis tills 
angle? Over thin Question much time 
and money was spent by both nations 
and there still remains doubt in the 
minds of many whether the final sot- 
tlement wns Just or not. Even after 
the question of International boundary 
was dlspcsed of. we find still another 
boundary trouble, this time between 
Quebec and New Brunswick and one 
involving much the same districts and 
bringing up many of the same ques- 
tions again. From evidence In the 
Utter dispute, it would seem that the 
United States were In the right in the 
matter of the Maine boundary. 

The first dispute, as we have seen, 
WM respecting the Identity of the River 
St. Croix. The United States claimed 
the river known as the Magoguadavlc, 
whereas Oreat Britain lay claim to 
Schodlc. Commissioners appointed 



that while a due north line from the 
source of the St. Croix mot Highlands 
separ.tlng rivers flowing to the St. 
Lawrence from those flowing into Cha- 
leur May ami also in another place with 
Highlands separating rivers flowing
